"$20,000,000 ES CHANGE. 


SHANGHAI PROJECT. 
BUSINESS TO BEGIN AT CBINA 
NEW YEAR. 

The Shanghai Chinese newspapers 
contain the prospectus of the Inter- 
‘nations! Gold & Silver Currency 
Stock & Produce Exchange Ld.—an 
institution which will apparently 
rank larger than all others so far 
established. According to the 
prospectus the capital is $20,000,000, 
in 400,000 shares of $30 each, of 
which $15 is to be called up, making 
a paid-up capital of $6,000,000. Mr. 
Chu Lai-fong is at the head of the 
concern, which, we are informed, is 
registered st the Italian Consulate. 
Its international character is seen in 
the shareholders of many nationalities 
who are already interested. 

According to’ the. Chinese news- 
papers the building at No. 9, Hankow 
Road has been purchased as premises 
for the exchange, but other informa- 
tion suggests that not only this but 
two other buildings have also been 
secured. The purchase price, inciad- 
ing the land, is stated as roughly 
a million and a quarter taels. It is 
understood that only about a year 
ago the sam» property changed hands 
for half a million taels. 

A number of internal alterations to 
the structute are now to be under- 
taken, and it is not expected that the 
exchang: will Le able to start business 
until about China New Year. The 
intention is to do business in all lines 
gold. iver. exchange, cotton, yam, 
produce ete.

H. E, Pollock presided over an earnest 
little audience, the most of whom bad 
just listened ty an address by the Rev. 
J. Rirk Maconachie on “Christian 
Fellowship.” 

The Hon, Me. HOE, Pollock, K.C., 
who presided, said that they had met 
there to consider how they could best 
continue the ideals which had been 
sugested to them in the course of 
lectures given by Dr. Hodgkin. He 
teferred especially to the lecture 
on the salvaging of civilisation 
which Dr. Hodgkin delivered at 
the Theatre last Sunday week. 
What was wanted,” was a World 
Federation League to promote the 
peaceable development of the peoples 
bordering onthe Pacitic Ocean -such 
a World Federation should be in- 
ternational, undenominational, open 
to women as well us men, open to all.

His Honour said it bad occurred to 
him that the framers of the Ordinance 
might have intended the defendant to 
be a tenant in actual occupation only 
as between himself ane the ‘head 
tenant,” : 

Mr, Turner went on to observe that 
in construing the intention of the 
Ordinance attention must be paid to 
conditions prevailing in the Colony 
at the time it was passed. [le 
contended that tke intention of 
the Ordinance clearly was to pro- 
tect the occupiers of cubicles. 
Otherwise the landlord only had 
to conspire with the “head 
tenant’ in order to turn out 50 people 
from one house. It was never 
the intention of the Governor in 
Council to have a clause passed 
which would negative the whole 
ides of the Ordinance and 
he maintained that 2 tenant and a sub 
tenant were both persons in actual 
occupation, Mr. Turner referred His 
Honour to the case of Hilton v. Heale 
but remarked ‘that there was an 
important difference between the 
facta in that instance and in the pre- 
sent one. In Hilton v. Heale the 
“head tenant” had sub-let bis - pre- 
mises after the notice to quit was 
given but _in the presect case the 
sub-tenant was in possession for some 
time before the, notice was given. 

Mr, Nash urged thatit was unneces- 
sary to examine existing covditiona 
where the wording of the Ordinance 
made it quite clear that a tenant in 
actual occupation meant the imme- 
diate tenant of the landlord.

It was no good for them here in 
Hongkong to form a branch of a world 
federation league unless they were 
prepared to do something individual- 
lv towards forwarding the work of 
that league, and he thought the Gov- 
ernor at Dr. Hodgkin's lecture did 
very well to remind them that they 
niust not leave thexe matters to those 
who were running the League of 
Nations but that they must 
get behind that movement them- 
selves, The Governor had said: 
“Tt must be confessed that the re- 
sults of the last year had not shown 
that the work of the League of Na- 
tions wav likely to have any very 
immediate effect, at present, in for- 
warding the cause of the reconstruc- 
tion of the civilisation so greatly 
damaged by the war. The explana- 
tion might Le that the League had 
not sufficient driving power; it 
had been represented by too 
many as the toy of statesmen 
and diplomatists. If the League 
of Nations was to be the success that 
everybody desired, it must have the 
driving power of the peoples of the 
countries behind it. In order that it 
might become a living thing it was 
necessary that everyone should pat 
aside the hard feelings of the past 
and cultivate a spirit of unity and 
sympathy with other naticns, If 
that spirit. could be extended: he 
would not despair of seeing the 
League of Nations do a great work 
towards the saving of civilisation.” 
Surely here in Hongkong where 
they had round them the representa- 
tives of many races interested in the 
future of the Pacific, surely here in 
this important part of the Far East 
they could do their part in banding 
the races together and in sending a 
message of sympathy to the Washing- 
ton’ Conference, which was very 
appropristely holding its first sitting 
on Armistice Day; the anniversary of 
the termination: of the war.

Will the new history 
of the Pacific be along the old ines, 
will it be the old spirit of national 
and imperial domination which has 
been the undding of Europe, or shall 
we have learncd our lesson, shall we 
have purged our souls in the fire 
through which we have passed! 
Willit be a fature of peaceful co- 
operation, of friendly co-ordination 
of all the vast interests at stake! 
Shall we act in continuous friendly 
consultation, in the true spirit of a 
society of nations, or will there oace 
more be a repetition of rival groups, 
of exclusive alliances, and finslly of a 
tertible catastrophe more fatal than 
the one we baye passed through ?”

War was unthink- 
able between one English county: and 
another and they wanted to 
remove the causes of — wars 
between nations, Mr. McGuigan 
thought much would be done by the 
‘civillsing intuence of trade.” It 
would not take very many more wars 
te wipe out civilisation and there was 
no guarantee that wars would not 
arise oga’n so long as conditions 
remained unaltered. Civilisation 
Tightly understood appeared 
to ‘him to be co-operation, 
but they had no co-operation at pre- 
sent. It seemed to him that they had 
to find out what was wrong with 
things and then alter them for the 
better. After remarking that a cer- 
| tain class of people thought they were 
entitled toa living without working for 
it, Mr. McGuigan said that unless 
they could find out what was the 
matter with things and be prepared 
to face facts*and follow the trath 
; Wherever i might lead they were 
1 going to perish. 

Mr. J.J. Spradbersy suggested the 
formation of o league of fellowship, 
irrespective of social position, “If we 
want to make this world better,’ he 
thought, we must bring the classes 
together.” d 

Mr. Arnold Hughes agreed with the 
last speaker. It would be a good 
thing to have o league of fellow- 
ship to promote peace between 
the various nations represented 
in Hongkong atd to help in 
solving .social questions which were 
very acute in Hongkong. Such a 
league could useinlly form groups of 
men and women to inquiry into pro 
blems. “ Begin by thinking, not do- 
ing,” said Mr. Hughes. 

Mr. Owen Hughes said that, know- 
ing Hongkong fairly well, he 
felt it .was in the power of 
the men and women of the Colony 
to do a great deal to promote 
a hetter understanding between 
nationalities here and so extend that - 
influence throughout the East. Mnch 
was done by the women of Hongkong 
‘during the war; why sbould not the 
same call be made upon thew in the 
cause of peace ? : 

Mr. Anderson approved the idea of 
a league of fellowship and hoped it 


this room but by- others outside of all 
races and creeds. It is not a 
question of the British Empire 
or of the British nation; it is 5 
question which concerns not only the 
nations bordering on the Pacific but 
throughout the world. If there is 
one lesson more clear from the recent: 
war than any other it is that in these 
days you cannot possibly have a 
localised war—the effects are felt 
throughout the world. 

“The pity of it-when we come to 
reflect upon the supreme self-denial 
and self-sacrifice which was displayed 
by millions during the war is that we 
cannot help saying that if the 
tenth of that supreme self-denial 
and self-sacrifice” had been 
used in the years preceding 
the war forthe promotion of peace, 
such a war would never’ have taken 
place, That is the’ poiat I wantto 
drive home and I want to put it to 
you that now is the time, now, before 
the Pacific problem becomes still mare 
acute for us to join together in Hong- 
kong to use every means we can 
to avert another great war. This 
question of the preservation of the 
world’s peace ia the most important 
question which lies ahead of us. We 
have here in Hongkong our local pro- 
blems but to my mind they become 
wholly insignificant beside the great 
problem of the future peace of the 
Pacific. (Applause) : 

Mr. Maconachie said that as to the 
euggestion that they should initiate 
in Hongkong a league to support the 
peaceful intentions and objects of the 
Pacific’ Conference, that’ was only

Prison Joys. 


Life is ordeied vury plea antly at 
the Preventive Detenion Prison’ at 
Camp Hill, ele of Wight. In the 
annual report of the Central Asso- 
ciation for the Aid of Discharged 
Convicts it is said of the “‘ guest” st 
the prison that “his diet is varied in 
character and so arranged that he 
does not know beforehand what he is 
tohave‘ordinner.”
